Zaire rebels kill hostages as 
Franco-Belgian troops move in 

PARIS, May 19 (R). — Two waves of French para-troopers have been dropped into the southern^ Zaire 
town of Kolwezi to rescue some 3,000 whites trapped there by rebels, French President Valery G is card 
d’Estaing said in a television interview tonight. He said the para-troopers had captured a technical 
school in the centre of the copper mining town and found 20 hostages. And as the French leader fi nished 
his interview, the official Zaire news agency AZAP reported from Kinshasa that -the French para- 
troopers had found die bodies of 44 Europeans in Kolwezi. The agency said they had been shot by

UNIFIL eyes accord with Palestinians 


BEIRUT, May 19 (Agencies). - 
The United Nations launched a 
new bid today to work out a 
peaceful coexistence formula 
between its forces and Palesti- 
nian guerrillas to south Leba- 
non. 

Spearheading the attempt 
was Roberto Guyer, of Argen- 
tina, senior political adviser to 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim, who flew into Bei- 
rut for talks with Lebanese and 
Palestinian leaders. 

Top field commanders of 
U.N. peace-keeping operations 
in the Middle East flew into the 
Lebanese capital simultaneous- 
ly to help Dt. Waldheim's emi- 
ssary. 

Among them were Finnish 
LL-Gen. Ensio SiBasvuo, Supre- 
me Coordinator of U.N. Forces 
in the Middle East, and Gha- 
nian Maj.-Gen. Emmanuel Ers- 


irine , Commander of the U.N. 
Interim Forces in Lebanon (UN- 
IFIL). 

Mr. Guyer was expected to 
deliver a message from Dr. 
Waldheim to Lebanese Presid- 
ent Elias Sarkis tomorrow and 
advisers were reported engaged 
in preparing a meeting with 
Palestinian leader Yasser Ara- 
fat 

U.N. sources said the effort 
was aimed at averting a confro- 
ntation be twee n the now 4,500- 
strong UNIFIL and guerrillas 
and their leftist Lebanese al- 
lies.

Djibouti to spark 
new African war? 


LONDON, May 19 (AP). — Ethiopia's mandst military ruler 
CoL Mengxstu Haile- Mariam has warned of the possibility of 
another confrontation with his East African neighbour Soma- 
lia, Addis Ababa Radio reported last night. 

The radio broadcast from the Ethiopian capital, monitored 
here, quoted CoL Mengistu as saying : "Unless the reactionary 
government of Somalia changes its reactionary intentions aga- 
inst Djibouti and unless it refrains from the activities it is 
presently conducting, we will challenge it to another confron- 
tation." Djibouti, a tiny 9,000- sq. mile enclave with, a popula- 
tion of 81,000, is strategically situated at the southern end of 
the Red Sea. It is flanked to the south and west by Ethiopia and 
to the east by Somalia. In bis speech in Dire Dawa CoL Men- 
gistu accused Somali President Mohammad Siad Barre of deplo- 
ying Somali troops towards Djibouti "and even infiltrating them 
there."

AZAP earlier said it had in- 
tercepted a message from rebel 
leader Nathaniel M*bumba or- 
dering the killing of the whites 
and a retreat into Angola, from 
where the invasion of copper- 
rich Shaba Province was laun- 
ched. 

■AZAP said the rebels attack- 
ed the French para-troops with 
armoured cars as the Foreign 
Legionnaires landed at a dis- 
used airfield on the outskirts of 
the copper-mining centre. It 
quoted military sources as sa- 
ying there were no French ca- 
sualties. 

The Legionnaires were pari 
of a 2, 700-strong French-Bei- 
gian para-troop force flown to 
Zaire to rescue the foreigners. 

But diplomatic sources said 
the speed of the French strike 
had precipitated a division with 
Belgium over how the crisis sh- 
ould be handled. 

AZAP reported that a moto- 
rised column of black Cubans 
fled as the French para-troops 
began pushing towards Kolwe- 
zL But there was no independ- 
ent confirmation of this report 

The official agency said a 
first drop of 400 Legionnaires 
went in at 14:10 GMT. Two 
hundred more men followed to 
a second wave, according to 
diplomatic sources. 

AZAP reported that the pa- 
ra-troops knocked out one re- 
bel armoured car in fighting 
that turned into a "serious en- 
gagement" 

AZAP said the Legionnaires, 
whose dropping point was on 


the northern outskirts of Kol- 
wezi, had not yet linked up 
with Zaire government forces 
to the south. It added that a 
second phase of the operation 
was being planned. 

Official sources said Presid- 
ent Mobutu Sese Seko was try- 
ing to catch the .rebels in a 
pincer between his forces and 
the French. 

Other diplomatic sources to 
Kinshasa said they believed the 
para-troops were under orders 
to liquidate the rebel force, 
which Zaire claims came from 
Angola with Cuban, Libyan and 
Algerian backing. 

AZAP said later that four 
rebels captured to the fighting 
had admitted under interroga- 


tion that Cubans were in Kol- 
wezi until this morning. 

Meanwhile, the White Hou- 
se announced in Washington 
today that the United States 
is sending 18 military transp- 
ort planes to deliver supplies 
to the French and Belgian for- 
ces attempting to rescue fore- 
ign nationals in Zaire. 

White House Press Secreta- 
ry Jody Powell said American 
crews would fly the big C-141 
military transports but would 
not engage in combat and wo- 
uld not fly into combat areas. 

He said the planes would de- 
liver communications and oth- 
er equipment, vehicles and am- 
munition to the Belgian . and 
French troops.

Habash calls for popular war against Israel 


BEIRUT, May 19 (AP). — Dr. 
George Habash, leader of the 
Marxist Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 
last night urged that the three 
million Palestinians in the Arab 
World should be “mobilised for 
an all-out popular war” against 
Israel. 

'This should be our way of 
showing gratitude to our mar- 
tyrs,” said Dr. Habash in a 
speech commemorating the 
death of his associate, Dr. Wa- 
di’ Haddad, who died of blood 
cancer 40 days ago. 


Sunday: Egyptians will vote for 
new curbs on political dissension 


CAIRO, May 19 (R). — Egyp- 
tian voters are expected to gi- 
ve massive support to measu- 
res restricting political opposi- 
tion and disciplining the press 
in a referendum next Sunday 
ordered by President Anwar 
Sadat, 

In a previous referendum fo- 
llowing bloody food riots in 
January last year, the countr- 
y's ten million or so voters 
came out 99.42 per cent in 
favour of tough Iaw-and-or- 
dcr measures. 

Egyptian Information Mini- 
ster Abdul Mun’em Sawi said 
two days ago the aim of the 
referendum was to deepen fr- 
eedom and democracy but that 
discipline was needed. He ma- 
de It dear he expected a big 
“yes” vote. “We believe in our 
people,” he said. 

The proposed dampdown 
follows increasingly sharp at- 
tacks in the opposition press 
on the policies of President 
Sadat’s government and acri- 
monious exchanges between 
opposition deputies and mini- 
sters. 

A deputy of the conservati- 
ve New -Wafd party recently 
stood up in the People's Ass- 
embly (parliament) during a 
stormy debate on food sup- 
plies and shouted "down with 
Sadat”. He was subsequently 

dismissed. 

Following elections in 1976 


President Sadat began a ten- 
tative experiment with demo- 
cracy, allowing the formation 
of opposition parties. 

But it is from two of the- 
se, the leftist Unionist Prog- 
ressive Party and the New Wa- 
fd, that the brunt of the cri- 
ticism has come This has inc- 
luded veiled allusions to cor- 
ruption and nepotism. 

The referendum seeks to bar 
from political life all promine- 
nt politicians active during the 
monarchy before the 1952 Re- 
volution except members of 
the old Nationalist and Soci- 
alist Parties, They are con- 
sidered to have been free of 
corruption during that period. 

Others affected axe pro- 
Moscow figures who opposed 
President Sadat when he came 
to power to 1970 and were su- 
bsequently tried for corrupting 
political life and anybody el- 
se convkted of political crimes. 

It also seeks to bar Comm- 
unists from all official walks 
of life and from writing in the 
press. They would be exclud- 
ed from posts in the govern- 
ment, state industries, trade 
unions, professional organisati- 
ons and the media. 

dampdown on press 

On the press, the proposed 
measures would declare guilty 
of "corruption of political life” 


anybody who publishes, writes, 
broadcasts or "spreads rumou- 
rs exposing the country's na- 
tional unity and social peace 
to danger or spreads defeati- 
sm or instigates the people ag- 
ainst social peace and nation* 
al unity." 

It would also compel the 
press to respect three princi- 
ples so sweeping as to leave 
little leeway for either the op- 
position. patties or their press. 

The principles, never dear- 
ly defined, are social peace, 
national unity and the inevi- 
tability of the socialist soluti- 
on, the latter sometimes term- 
ed soda! democracy by the 
government 

Even before the referendum 
the government has already 
begun to act. On Tuesday the 
public prosecutor seized the 
weekly leftist newspaper Al 
Ahalj (the People) and a court 
later banned tins week’s editi- 
on on the grounds that it was 
detrimental to soda] peace. 

The newspaper carried a st- 
atement from the leftist party 
calling on the population to 
vote "no" in the referendum. 
The following day one of the 
party's three deputies in the 
360-seat parliament was arres- 
ted and accused of leading an 
anti-government demonstrati- 
on. The party said he was ca- 
mpaigning for its candidate to 
a by-election. 


“My brother Wadi’ was a he- 
ro, not a terrorist or a crimi- 
nal,” Dr. Habash said, drawing 
a standing ovation from an es- 
timated 5,000 Palestinian and 
Lebanese youths. "The real 
cr iminals , the real terrorists are 
those who usurped our home- 
land , rendered us homeless, 
chased us around the Middle 
East and have been trying to 
annihilate us." 

Dr. Haddad was head of the 
PFLP- Foreign Operations Bu- 
reau, a special arm of the guer- 
rilla group responsible for jet- 
liner hijacking and other ope- 
rations against Israel and its 
backers. 

Dr. Haddad and Dr. Habash 
were classmates at the Ameri- 
can University of Beirut’s Fa- 
culty of Medicine. 

Dr. Habash also lauded Pa- 
lestinian guerrillas for "putting 
up a tough and heroic fight" 
against the Israeli invasion of 
south Lebanon last March. 

Dr. Habash attacked Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and co- 


ndemned his trip to Is rad as 
“a sellout of the Palestinian 
case.” 

"Arab solidarity is nonexist- 
ent," Dr. Habash said. "And 
even the so-called standfast and 
confrontation powers are not 
really operating in close solida- 
rity. Even the Palestinian com- 
mando groups are not observ- 
ing any genuine solidarity." 

He suggested offering a “new 
convenant” to all Palestinians 
in an open referendum - - to 
"stand fast against Lebanese 
(rightist) isolationists and the 
Israelis, or face annihilation. 

“Our women are fertile, and 
they will beget enough children 
that Israel will really be scared 
ol our population growth," said 
Dr- Habash, drawing applause 
from the audience that jammed 
the Gamal Abdul Nasser Audi- 
torium inside the Arab Univer- 
sity of Beirut. 

Dr. Haddad’s widow took the 
rostrum and eulogised her hus- 
band as a “kind-hearted man 
but a dedicated revolutionary.”

Now we hear from Israeli officials that a series 
of six or more urban centres with a population of up 
to 160.000 Jewish settlers will be built around Jeru- 
salem as a means of putting up a “security screen” 
around the Holy City.

development of the Middle East. On top of this, we 
shall be told that the tomatoes are of both sexes, so 
that Israel and the American senators who are its 
good friends will be able to add to their list of 
accomplishments the spreading of democracy and 
equal opportunity throughout the Third World. 

If that sounds rather ridiculous, it is no more 
ridiculous than the attitude of the Western world that 
reflects a great deal of empty talk about how the 
Israeli settlements are illegal and an obstacle to 
peace. The more talk we hear from the West that 
provides Israel with the backing to go ahead unhinde- 
red with its settlements, the more the Israelis charge 
ahead with their long-term plans of dearabising the 
West Bank and Gaza.

Jordanian expounds brand new theory 
correlating life-styles with security

AMMAN, May 17 (JT). — A 
Jordanian student of Bedouin 
culture has come up with an 
intriguing theory that there 
is a direct correla- 
tion between styles of 
clothing and dwelling in each 
society and its state of secu- 
rity and need for protection- 

Maj. Ahmad Oweidi Abbadi, 
a police officer and an M^A. 
graduate of the Higher Islamic 
Studies Institute in Cairo, has 
had portions of his ‘Theory of 
Security and Protection" pu- 
blished in the .Kuwaiti newspa- 
per Al Ra’i Al 'Am and quoted 
by the French News Agency 
(AFP). It is to be published 
in a book entitled Bedouin Ri- 
tes. 

Major Abbadi, the author 
of three books to date, who 
leaves no doubt that he mea- 
ns his theory to be a compre- 
hensive and general explanati- 
on of human behaviour, argu- 
es that the more secure a so- 
ciety, the more open its life 
(and dress and dwelling) style. 
He argues that wide and op- 
en windows, accessible dwe- 
llings and revealing clothes be- 
long to a well-protected soci- 
ety and vice-versa. 

His theory incidentally does 
not refer to protection again- 
st human enemies alone, but 
extends to natural enemies and 
the environment as well, incl- 
uding the weather. 

To illustrate his point, the 
author points out that Bedou- 
in clothing, specially for wo- 
men, hides. a great deal; hou- 
ses built by Bedouins turned 
sedentary tend to have small 
windows opening to the outsi- 
de, this affords a measure of 


security hi a sodety-where th- 
ere in no law enforcement ag- 
ency and hence little security 
as well as protection against 
public enemy number one in 
the desert : the weather. 

Maj. Abbadi, who is In ch- 
arge of information services 
for the Directorate of Public 
Security, goes on to draw intr- 
iguing visual parallels betwe- 
en the face masks worn by Be- 
douin women and the facades 
of houses built in the desert, 
where the small apertures for 
windows imitate the eye hol- 
es in the rngebe worn by wo- 
men; the face masks concea- 
ling the beauty of the women 
from possible abductors while 
ffie houses afford little, access 
to potential enemies. 

The author, a life-long stu- 
dent of desert customs and 
traditions, is a true son of the 
desert himself. He often gen- 
eralises what he observes am- 
ong desert folk to the rest of 
h umanity . Although a great 
deal of what be has to say is 
readily acceptable, he regards 
the desert as a pure, abstract 
environment so tfiat the stark 
facts about life in the desert 
aquire a universal human dim- 
ension. 

He generalises many of the 
truths be discovers with his di- 
scerning eye for pattern and 
detail to the rest of mankind; 
this is where there is room 
for controversy. His expose is 
rich with selected examples 
from history. He explains the 
presence of such persecuted 
minorities as Lebanon’s Mar- 
onites and Druse, (who spill 
over into neighbouring Syria), 
in mountain strongholds as a 
bid to set oneself up in a pro- 
tected environment He will 
get no argument there. 


The author of course does 
not only about desert cl- 
othes a n d dwellings. He is rich 
with examples about castles 
with moats and Medieval arm- 
our. One very interesting ex- 
ample he gives is about the 
Tuaregs in north Africa, who 
are notorious nomadic raiders. 

fct seems that among the Tu- 
aregs women go about with 
bare faces while the men wear 
face masks. Maj. Abbadi, who 
rinirrm to be ^ first to offer 
an explanation for this phen- 
omenon, says that unlike th&- 
ir counterparts In the Middle 
East, Tuareg women enjoy a 
great degree of freedom; they 
are able to work and mix wi- 
th men and even have a say 
in running the affairs of the 
tribe; most important, they are 
afforded respect and protecti- 
on by tribal custom and are 
more secure from threat than 
their mShfolk. 

The men, by contrast, are 


immediately held accountable 
and punishable - for the small- 
est action^ hence they prefer 
to conceal their Identity. He 
adds, of course, Chat it is the 
men who roam the desert, and 
therefore need protection from 
the wind and sun. They also 
prefer not to be recognised by 
roaming enemies that may ch- 
ance upon them, nor do they 
want to publicise their identit- 
ies while carrying out raids 
themselves. 

Maj. Abbadi’s theory also 
allows him to explore realms 
Of the spirit --or psyche if 
you prefer. He classifies reco- 
urse to religion as a way of 
building a castle of meaning- 
fulness and psychological secu- 
rity, moat and all, around one- 
self -- although make no mis- 
take about it, the man Is reli- 
gious and believes in the uni- 
versal applicability of Islam, 
the religion that was bom in 
the desert.

Job level in Israeli-occupied 
territories has stagnated 

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 19 (AP). — Arabs living in Israeli-occupied territories but working 
in Israel itself are being refused permission to join trade unions, the International Labour Organisa- 
tion (ILO) said yesterday, while the level of employment in the occupied areas has stagnated. The 
findings are part of an ILO report on the organisation’s first mission to the Middle East to investigate 
workers’ rights in the occupied territories.

Issued in advance of next 
month's annual ILO conferen- 
ce, the report said the mission 
was afforded “every facility" 
by the Israeli civil and military 
authorities to carry out its 
mandate last month. 

But it called on the Israeli 
authorities fo respect "the cul- 
tural identity of the (Arab) 
workers" and to continue to 
guarantee them “equality of 
treatment as regards remune- 
ration, conditions of work and 
social benefits.'* 

The moderately-worded re- 
port said that Arabs who work 


in Israel were not being alio- 
wed “to enjoy the protection 
of the trade unions which ex- 
ist in the territories where 
they live." 

The report also said the 
mission had been informed of 
“a number of arrests" of trade 
union leaders and of others 
“expelled from the (occupied) 
territories." Most of those ar- 
rested, it added, had since 
been released, according to 
evidence the three-man team 
received from the Israeli au- 
thorities. 

The ILO mission, which sp- 
ent ten days in the Middle Ea- 


st last month, was headed by 
Nicolas VaJticros, Greeek as- 
sistant director-general of the 
organisation. It visited emp- 
loyers, workers and local may- 
ors in the West Bank, Gaza 
Strip, Golan and Sinai areas. 

The mission’s report said 
the ten-day probe included 
"private talks with t^e per- 
sons the mission wanted to 
meet,” without the presence 
of Israeli officials. 

Arab workers, it said, had 
complained of being given less 
well-paid jobs than their Is- 
raeli counterparts, of being 
less protected “when decisions 


50 chance for oil price rise early 
next year, says Saudi oil minister 


CHICAGO, May 19 (R). — 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yemeni 
said in an interview published 
today there was a 50-50 chan- 
ce oil producing countries wo- 
uld raise oil prices early next 
year. 

In an interview with the 
Chicago Tribune, he also said 
a series of small oil price ri- 
ses over the next several ye- 
ars, rather than a sudden sh- 
arp rise sometime in the 
1980’s, would be best for the 
economies of Western nations. 

Sheikh Yamani noted that 
:he Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
had frozen oil prices for 1978, 
but said : 

“I cannot predict right now 
what wfll happen by the end 


of this year. There is a pos- 
sibility of an increase and 
there is the possibility of an- 
other freeze, I would give it a 
50-50 chance." 

The newspaper quoted him 
as saying; "Without a gradu- 
al boost in oil prices into the 
early 1980’s, world economies 
would be faced with an inevi- 
table sharp increase... and yo- 
ur economy 'mil find it diffi- 
cult to absorb.” 

He continued: "The alterna- 
tive to a gradual increase wo- 
uld be a sudden shock that 
would result In a recession or 
even a depression in the mid- 
1980’s." 

Sheikh Yamani predicted 
the current world oil surplus 
would continue until the end 
of next year, followed by five 


years of balance in supply 
and demand, and then an oil 
shortage after 1985. 

'■ He was quoted as saying 
his country was planning to in- 
crease its oil production ca- 
pacity from the present 11 
million barrels a day to 14 
million barrels, but would ne- 
ver produce as much as 20 
million barrels daily. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency has warned the 20 
million figure is necessary to 
avoid economic disaster in 
the mid-i 980’s. 


are taken regarding dismiss- 
als," of the high level of in- 
come tax imposed on them, 
and of the long distances they 
claimed they are forced to 
travel to work. 

The report warned that the 
level of employment in the oc- 
cupied territories had “stag- 
nated” and, more recently, ev- 
en dropped. The increase of 
employment in Israel may 
have taken place ’To the de- 
triment" of employment in 
these territories, it said, add- 
ing there was “a definite need 
for an active investment and 
employment policy" in the oc- 
cupied areas. 

It also warned that the 
“persistent slowing down" of 
the Israeli economy -- and in 
particular the building sector 
- - represented a “threat" to 
the employment of the wor- 
kers from the territories. 
Arab workers, it said, repre- 
sented about 25 per cent of 
the total labour force in Is- 
rael’s building sector. 

The ten-day mission follo- 
wed a pledge by ILO Direct- 
or-General Francis Blanchard 
last June that “all available 
ILO methods" would be appli- 
ed to help ensure that the con- 
ditions of the workers con- 
cerned ... are in keeping with 
the principles” of the organis- 
ation. 

This assurance was in res- 
ponse to a 1974 resolution co- 
sponsored by four ILO mem- 
ber states urging the tri-par- 
tite group to take action ag- 
ainst Israeli discrimination of 
local Arab populations.

He said in his report that 
carpenter bees -- their n a m e 
stems from their habit of bur- 
rowing deep Into solid wood 
-- had been spotted chasing 
airliners approaching Washing- 
ton's national airport. 


Guerrilla threats cost Lufthansa 
$40m in lost business last year 


COLOGNE, West Germany, 
May 19 (R). — The West Ger- 
man airline Lufthansa said 
yesterday that guerrilla thre- 
ats to blow up three of its air- 
craft had cost the company 
about 80 million marks ($40 
million) last year. 

Management Board Chairm- 
an Herbert Culmann told a 
press conference that bookings 
fell sharply in the last two 
months of 1977 following th- 
reats from urban guerrillas. 

On the first ten months of bu- 


siness it looked as though the 
airline would at- least equal 
the record 1976 profit of. 1663 
million marks ($83 million), 
but in fact 1977 profit slump- 
ed to just 82.1 million marks 
($41 million). 

Last November the airline 
received a threat that three of 
its aircraft would be blown 
up in revenge for the deaths 
of Baader-Meinhof guerrilla 
leaders Andreas Baader, Gud- 
run Ensalin and Jan-C&rl Ras- 
pe in a Stuttgart prison. 


Kuwait, Iraq will build 
railway, link power grids 

KUWAIT, May 19 (R). — Iraq amt Kuwait yesterday agreed 
to bofld a railway' beetween Basra and Kuwait and to link their 
two electric power grids as part of a series of agreements hatt- 
ed here as the beg inning of a new era of cooperation between 
the two neighbouring Gulf states. 

A total of ten agreements were signed yesterday at the end 
of a tour-day visit by a high-level Iraqi delegation led by Inte- 
nor Minister Izzat Ibrahim, a member of Iraq’s ndfng Revolu- 
tion Command Council. 

Kuwaiti Deputy Premier and Foreign Minister, Sheikh Sabah 
A! Ahma d A1 Sabah, who fed his country's side at the tafles, said 
the agreements constituted “an effective step on the road of 
constructive Co “operation” between the two Arab countries. 

The two countries, which have often stood on opposite 
sides within the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
decided under the terms of one agreement to coordinate their 
policies In OPEC and within the parallel Organisation of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OAPEQ.

Western diplomats believe 


big break-through in arms 


controls may come this year

LONDON, (R). — The big- 
gest ever disarmament confer- 
ence opens in New York next 
week with Western diplomats 
confident that this year could 
see real progress towards the 
control of nuclear weapons. 

The forum for the gathering 
is the United Nations General 
Assembly. The special session 
starting May 23 is expected 
to be addressed by about 20 
heads of government, includ- 
ing perhaps President Carter 
and Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

A battle of words is inevi- 
table during the five-week 
session as rival plans for dis- 
armament are discussed, but 
Western diplomats believe that 
a big breakthrough in arms 
control could be achieved 
during 1978, designated U.N. 
disarmament year. 

This could take the form of 
the conclusion of a second St- 
rategic Arms Limitation Tre- 
aty (SALT) between Washing- 
ton and Moscow, a compreh- 
ensive nuclear test ban and 
cuts in NATO and Warsaw 
Pact forces in Central Europe.

Neutron bomb 


Defence spending 


World expenditure on de- 
fence is staggering. Former 
West German Chancellor Wil- 
ly Brandt has calculated that 
more than $1 billion are spent 
daily on armaments in the 
world. 

Western experts said one 
major task of the New York 
session would be to explore 
ways of reducing defence bud- 
gets. 

They estimated that six per 
cent of the world's total pro- 
duction is devoted to military 
expenditure. Arms expenditure 
is double world spending on 
health and larger than its ex- 
penditure on education. 

In three hours the world 
spends on defence the equiva- 
lent of a year's budget for 
U.N. peace-keeping operations. 

The experts said 53 million 
people serve in aimed forces 
or in jobs related to military 
activities. And half a million 
research scientists and engine- 
ers are engaged in military 
research and development. 

Three-quarters of the wor- 
ld’s military expenditure is 
accounted for by the develop- 
ed world and nearly two- 
thirds by the United States 
and the Soviet Union.

President Brezhnev recent- 
ly told West German Chance- 
llor Helmut Schmidt, who is 
expected to address the U.N. 
special session, that Moscow 
would demand that the highly 
controversial neutron bomb be 
banned. 

. The bomb through intense 
radiation would kill people 
but leave most buildings re- 
latively unscathed. Moscow 
was planning to introduce a 
resolution at the session call- 
ing on the world to forbid su- 
ch weapons. 

The Soviet Bloc countries 
have mounted a big campaign 
aimed at outlawing the neut- 
ron warhead. 

President Carter has post- 
poned its production for the 
time being. But he said the 
final U.S. decision on whether 
to manufacture the weapon 
“will be influenced by the de- 
gree to which the Soviet Un- 
ion shows restraint in its con- 
ventional and nuclear arms 
programmes.” 

Moscow’s only immediate 
response to this was to say 
the Soviet Union too would 
renounce production of the ne- 
utron bomb. 

The Warsaw Pact has a th- 
ree- to-one superiority in tanks 
over NATO forces m Europe 
-- and the neutron weapon is 
tailor-made to smash any mas- 
sed tank offensive.

This novel French scheme 
for exploiting space technolo- 
gy to check implementation of 
arms limitation agreements Is 
part of a French disarmament 
plan for the assembly session.

The French proposals also 
call for a European conferen- 
ce on arms limitation to cover 
a vast region from the conti- 
nents’ Atlantic seaboard to the 
Ural mountain range in the 
heart of the Soviet Union. 

President Giscaid d’Estaing 
-- who is going to New York 


to outline his proposals --is 
also suggesting the creation 
of a special fund, for the gen- 
eral benefit of mankind, wh- 
ich would be supplied by the 
proceeds of a tax levied on co- 
untries with excessive amoun- 
ts of weapons. 


Nudear-free zones 


France is also backing the 
creation of nuclear-free zon- 
es. But it wants non-nuclear 
powers to have open access 
to atomic energy for peaceful 
uses. 

Britain, supported by several 
West European countries plus 
Japan, is putting forward a 
“draft programme of action on 
disarmament-” This covers 
proposals ranging from ban- 
ning chemical weapons and 
underground nuclear tests to 
strengthening the U.N. peace- 
keeping role. 

The British draft also pro- 
poses a U.N. study on ways to 
limit the build-up of conven- 
tional weapons, regionally and 
throughout the world.

Spinks’ drug 
charges dropped 

ST. LOUIS, Missouri, May 
19 (R). — Police have dropped 
drug possession charges agai- 
nst Leon Spinks, the 24-year- 
old boxer who dethroned Mu- 
hammad Ali as world heavy- 
weight boxing champion. 

Spinks was charged with 
possession of cocaine and ma- 
rijuana on April 21 after po- 
lice stopped him for a traffic 
violation. The drug charges 
were dropped yesterday after 
a grand jury refused to indict 
the boxer. 

The World Boxing Associa- 
tion (WBA) heavyweight title 
holder then pleaded guilty to 
driving without a licence and 
paid a $50 tine. 


NARITA, Japan, May 19 (R). - 
More than 14,000 riot police 
guarded Tokyo's new airport 
tonight on the eve of Its much- 
delayed scheduled opening af- 
ter years of bloody dashes, 
amid fears of a spectacular at- 
tack by violent protesters. 

Despite the big show of stre- 
ngth, at Narita airport, which 
has turned the site into a de- 
fensive fortress, airport and go- 
vernment officials were still 
worried about the likelihood of 
violence tomorrow. 

They were asking themselves, 
where are the chukaku? 

The chukaku (central' core), 
white-helmeted vanguard of the 
most violent anti-airport pro- 
testors, had disappeared and 
police feared they were plann- 
ing some sort of dramatic as- 
sault on the airport to stop its 
opening and shame the govern- 
ment. 

Police remember that anoth- 
er, much smaller, group vani- 


shed in March just before they 
mounted a guerrilla operation 
against the airport control tow- 
er, smashing equipment and 
forcing the postponement of 
an earlier planned opening. 

Police checking radicals arri- 
ving at the airport for a giant 
rally tomorrow - - organisers 
predict 20,000 will attend -- 
said they had counted only a 
few chukaku. 

The rally will be staged near 
the $2.6 billion airport, 60 kras. 
from Tokyo, which is surroun- 
ded by two fences, dry moats, 
and police supported by dogs, 
water cannons and ermoured 
cars. Inside, a handful of offi- 
cials will hold a small inaugu- 
ration ceremony. 

The organisers of the anti- 
airport forces, composed of lef- 
tist opponents of the governm- 
ent and local farmers who fed 
they have been robbed of their 
land for the airport, said the 
rally will march on Narita.

talks, pledges aid in

WASHINGTON, May 19, 
(R). — Zambian President Ke- 
nneth Kaunda wound up two- 
days of talks here with Pre- 
sident Carter pledging incre- 
ased aid and further efforts to 
solve the Rhodesian and Nami- 
bian disputes. 

Today he heads for Atlan- 
ta, capital city of Mr. Carter’s 
home state of Georgia, to re- 
ceive the Martin Luther King 
peace prize from Coretta Ki- 
ng, widow of the assassinated 
black civil rights leader. 

A statement issued by the 
White House after the talks 
yesterday said Mr. Carter had 
assured Mr. Kaunda that the 
United States would continue 
its efforts to bring majority 
rule to Rhodesia and indepen- 
dence to Namibia (South We- 
st Africa). 

It also said Mr. Carter had 
promised to seek congressio- 
nal approval to increase U.S. 
economic aid to Zambia from 


$25 million to at least $100 
million annuall y. 

The Zambian president has 
been seeking international 
economic aid for his country 
which has been suffering seri- 
ous financial problems because 
of a fall in the price of cop- 
per -- Zambia's major export 
--on world markets. 

After his talks with Mr. 
Carter yesterday, President 
Kaunda warned that Ameri- 
cans might find themselves 
fighting on the wrong side if 
a full-scale war broke out over 
Rhodesia, 

Mr. Kaunda told a National 
Press Club luncheon that the 
dangers of external involve- 
ment increased the longer wh- 
ite Rhodesian leader Ian Sm- 
ith remained in power. 

"The risk of full-scale, wor- 
ldwide war is too great to ig- 
nore, and Americans might 
find themselves fighting on the 
wrong side,” he said.
